The Three Candidates. 


In discussing the three presidential 


candidates, Mr Bryan referred to Taft 
as the president who is, -to Roosevelt as 
the president who has -been,' and to 
Wilson as the president who will be. 
He declared that Taft has failed to 
satisfy the people because he does not 
trust them, and is afraid .of'the pas 
sions 'of the multitude. He said that 
Taft is a standpatter because he re- 
fuses to keep up with the procession of 
the ninety million people of this coun 
try. He asserted that the president in 
sists1 upon his refusal to advocate new 
doctrines of progressiveness. 


Mr. Bryan said, that Roosevelt gave 


us Taft and.then never tried to help 
him make good. He scored RooseveH 
as a. false reformer and has stolen the 
original democratic platform. He point- 
ed out that twenty years ago, .the demo- 
crats started to work the reform plan 
which Roosevelt is talking during, this 


was twelve years after and twelve years 
sefore, a democratic was in power, and 
you can surely see that in.that .length 
of time the democrats had nothing to do 
with the panic.

Xew York,' Oct. 17.—At present de- 


mand for labor greatly in excess of the 
supply is indicated by the const, nt ap- 
peals to .the immigration bureaus and 
steamship lines from certain business 
concerns to be put in touch with in- 
coming workers. The demand, which 
comes chiefly from the railroads, the 
steel industries, and the lumber indus- 
tries of the- middle and northern see- 
tiona, shows a prosperous condition of 
business and plenty of work on hand, 


" but few people to perform, it. 


' "The district around Pittsburg." aaid 
one of the officials of the information 
branch of the immigration service, "is 
at present reported anywhere from 75,- 
000-to 100.000 men short. Lumbermen, 


oo, are scarce; I could place now.as 
many as 500 or GOO men in lumber 
camps in Wisconsin, in positions where 
hey would be assured of work for the 
whole winter. •' The brick mauufactur- 
ng sections, of New England and cen- 
;ral Pennsylvania are also in want *of; 
a-bor, and we are constantly receiving 
etters from, farmers in the middle west 
offering good pay to both skilled and 
unskilled farm labor. This is the re- 
sult of the unusually heavy crops of 
the present year." 


Heavy Immigration. 


It would appear that this shortage 


in labor supply is due to unusually good 
opportunities for workmen rather than 
to unusually small immigration lists. 
Present conditions are best illustrated 
by the following table, which shows the 
immigration and emigration figures for 
Jan. 1 to Sept. 20 of the present year 
and figures for -the same period in the 
last six-years:

Figures Follow Panic. 


The fundamental cause for the 'pres- 


ent shortage may be seen in the figures. 
The panic occurred in the autumn of 
1907, 
bringing with it a. great indus- 


trial depression over the whole country, 
so that during the following winter la- 
borers could find no work and returned 
to their homes in great numbers. This 
brought a great excess of emigration 
over immigration in the following year; 
it will be'seen from the .table that there 
was a net loss to the country of 265,- 
983 in the first nine months of the year. 
Things did n«t return to a normal con- 
dition till the year 1910. This was fol- 
lowed by the winter of 1911-12, which 
several .reasons combined to make a 
bad one for the unskilled-laborers. 


Many of those who returned to their 


homes a year ago have not come back, 
for the reason that they found unusu- 
ally good industrial conditions in Eu- 
rope. 
There has been ' a particularly 


great demand for agricultural labcr in 
Germany and in central EuroTe. 
So 


that the labor scarcity of the present 
year means that the country has not 
yet caught up with the losses which 
followed the panic of 1907. 


^Demand of Farm Districts Large. 
Officials of the information branch of 


the United States immigration service, 
whose business is to care for the aliens 
after they have 
landed 
and are in 


search of employment, say that the de- 
mand for unskilled .labor • and for all 
kinds of farming labor in this country 
is large, and that for 'a man who is 
accustomed to and willing to perform 
manual labor/- there is practically 
no 


such .thing as unemployment.. 


The demand for farm labor in the 


middle west this year is .particularly 
great. An unskilled corn busker is paid 
about S30 a month, with board 
and 


lodging. Experienced huskers are often 
paid by the work done, at the Tate of 
3 or 4 .cents a bushel. As a good husk- 
er can husk 100 bushels 'in a day, he 
can earn over 5100 a month, and as the 
corn is now so ripe that frost will -not 
hurt it the huskcr will be assured of a 
)osition for most of the -winter.

They rlate their 
liistory back to the first Slav invasion 
of the Balkan peninsula, when great 
hordes of Slavs came from central Asia, 
to be followed in turn by linlgars, them- 
selves a Tartar tribe, kindred to the 
Turks. 


The Bulgnrs. strong, ferocious war- 


riors, conquered the Slav in wlmt is now 
Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia (a part 
of the Bulgarian kingdom) but. strange 
to say, the conquerors gave up their 
religion, language a ml nationality in fa- 
vor of those of the Slavs. These two 
peoples make the present Bulgarian pop- 
ulation, exclusive of the Turks. 


From 1302 until 1878 the Bulgars

been elected president of the American 
]''olk Lore society, he has been given 
n fellowship in Harvard in rococnition 
of his services in collcctinc American 
folk lore songs, and he has lectured in 
many cities on 
his favorite subject.' 


Yet a few years ago ilr. Lomax knew 
the cowboy and plantation songs only 
us queer chants of the rough plainsmen 
and the 
southern 
negro, and never 


dreamed that there could be any schol- 
astic interest in thorn. 


It was .in 1907 that Mr. Lomax's ca- 


reer as an American ballad collector 
began. He was then a graduate stu- 
dent 
in Harvard university, taking 


courses in Engliili under I'rofs. Brigtrs, 
Kittredge and Barrett Wendell. 
Inci- 


dentally, he said 
something to these 


professors about the queer songs lie had 
heard as a boy on his father's Texas 
ranch. Xow Prof. Kittredge is a world 
authority on ballads; he had edited a 
collection of Scottish and English bal- 
lads, but there was mighty little ih the 
way'of any definite collection of Ameri- 
can ballads. 
So he became interested . 


at once in these strange cowboy songs ' 
that 'the yonnff Texan repeated to him, 
and pretty soon he had Mr. Lomax 
writing down all the ranch and plan- 
tation songs he ctiuld remember. 
As 


a result of this interest Mr.'Iximax re- 
ceived appointment to a Sheldon fel- 
lowship in Harvard. The .fellowship im- 
posed ho requirement as to cdntimicd 
residence in Cambridge, but simply pro- 
vided this official and financial support 
for Mr. Lomai in his wbrk of collect- 
ing and preserving American ballads. 
He went back to Texas tb become a 
college professor, but in his vacations 
and other spare time he was collecting 
ballads. 


He collected all sorts of ballads; not 


only cowboy songs and plantation songs 
but mining and liimbeP songs, railroad 
melodies, steamboat ditties, CTCTV kind 
of lyric expression of rough frontier 
life he searched out ih the remote places 
where folk still sing thein, and brought 
the records back for the university ar- 
chives.

7:5), perhaps the very one in Caper- 
naum in which Jesus had taught and 
done miracles. This generosity, in the 
view of the Jewish elders, made him
